A lot of zines review music* Some these days are into compu- 
ter programs, games, or movies. But since T mostly listen to 
jazz, which is best enjoyed without analysis; since X don't own a 
computer and only go to about three movies per year; and because, 
after all, this is a literary zine, I think I'll stick to books 
as I foist my views upon you readers. Reviewing is sticky stuff, 
since it requires a certain inborn arrogance which I'm not sure I 
have* Also, there's at least one English major on my sub list 
(that X know of) J 

Through March and April I read eight books, only three of 
which require extensive comment. Let me mention the science fic- 
tion first. In trying to Till a few holes in my sf inventory I 
discovered Cordwainer Smith (aka Dr* Paul Linebarger) and his 
stories of the Instrumentality or Mankind, a government of the 
far future. The book is The Best of Cordwainer 3mitfr edited by 
J.J. Pierce. It's a good one for reading on a grey, sultry day$ 
the tales range from fantastic allegory to subtle telepathic bat- 
tles, but very little of the violent space conflict so dominant 
in the novels of the late 1950s. Because of Linebarger's deep 
involvement with his godfather, Sun Yat-sen. and his Episcopal 
chi ldhood. Smith 1 s books ra turn constantly t o the benef i ts and 
hazards ot governing or control. The Instrumentality, in the 
words of the introduction, "has the hallmarks of both a political 
elite and a priesthood. 11 Uith other elements such as samurai 
values and the ethics of telepathy, these are a galaxy for deep 
(preferably melancholy) thinkers. " 

Quite the opposite is Edward E. "Doc " Smith, Ph.D. , and his 
Lensman series . Like the other Smith I had planned for a long 
time to 'get around' to this, and both grabbed my appreciation. 
The first novel of the six-book Lensman run is Tripl_anetarY » in 
which we are told that the mental powers of the planets sddore 
and Arisia are locked in a struggle which involves, on Earth, the 
fall of Atlantis, the fall of Home, and the eventual building of 
the TrLplanetary League (Venus-Earth-Mars). Though thrilling and ; 
scientifically precise, I found myself rooting for the bad-guy 
Eddorsans in places — ■ not a good characteristic for space opera. 
(A note here: Conrad Minshall might protest that there are no 
good characteristics for space opera* His , and any other comment 
that arrives before pub date , follows this article , ) 

Quick sketches of other sf : Space (Ja.Ties Michener) is a waste 
of time unless you 've never read Michener before — if you 
haven't, it's a good introduction to his 'style', but if you've 
read one Hawaii you've read them all. 2Q10 (Arthur C. Clarke's 
sequel to 20Ql T is an unexpected and pleasing answer to the 
question, "What ever happened to Dave Bowman? 1 ' Again, Clarke 
shows that he's the real master of wielding technological facts 
in fiction (with Frederik Pohl close behind). The TJagasaki 
Vector CL. Mail Smith) is a rip-off mixture of Heinlein's ITumber 
of the Beast and the Planet of the Apes books, especially the 
former. Speaking of Heinlein, j_ (continues on page 3)

Y/ell-5cnown writers, fine; ex- 
cellent writing, abs olutely I 

Pete here. I felt that FIM was worthwhile mainly for its con- 
tent; after seeing the other wrlteups of LepreCon, this one was 
much funnier. Of course , that * s because John ... no, I * 11 let 
Conrad wonder whether Caruso actually went or not. I agree about 
well-known writers, but the ones who sub to P have their own zines 
and don't bother sending their stuff to me (Hod, Steve, and Mark 
most no tably ) . Next month we return to the two- excerpt pattern. 

Fourth: still the only real response to my socialism editorial 
is Greg Ellis', which I will excerpt for length, but hopefully not 
for content* I'll lis-t my point, Greg's answer, then any further 
comments I have in double parens (()).

X 
didn't expect any good out of it (IO66 paperbound pages), but I 
have an obligation to keep up with the junk as well as the gold.
